Tho 
railroad at important points is being 
guarded, and SuiHiriutendent Maher of 
the Pocahontas division of ';he Norfolk 
and Western, and Captain McClelland 
and General Superintendent Hippey of 
Hoauoke spent Tuesday among the coal 
fields. Business is partly paralyzed and 
many miners are leaving for their homes. 
An outbreak may occur at any moment. 
The strike ia understood to be practically 
to adjust railroad rates ou shipments. 


Thin U Different. 


IXd, Stay 2.—There are con- 


flicting reports from points in the south- 
ern part of tho state regarding the min- 
era" strikes in tho West Virginia coal 
Holds along the Norfolk aud Western 
railroad. 
Tho dispatches to tho effect 


that 15,000 men are out and holding 
meetings, there being fear of trouble, 
etc., etc.. ate greatly exaggerated. There 
are abotit US mines in the entire Norfolk 
and Western region, employing, all told, 
not more than 4,1)00 miners, and tho 
striko does :tiot extend to all of them.l 


News from reliable correspondents re- 


ceived by Wheeling papers fails to con- 
firm the vi'ilil stories about anticipated 
bloodnhed. Should the strike become 
general it will not involve one-third tho 
nnml)er of men reported, nor are there 
any fears ttiat the authorities will not bo 
able to cope with lawlesanos.

Pn-rsuuao, May 2.—Yesterday was 


the day net apart by the operators for 
the general utarting of the mines on the 
Wheeling diviaion of the Baltimore and 
Ohio road with a view to breaking tho 
strike. The start wag mado, bnt it was 
not up to the expectations of the opera- 
tow, forfaw men are at work. 
At the Jumbo and Midway mines of 
F. L. Robins about 18 men are at work, 
which is a small proportion of the capac- 
ity. Henry Floersheim's Germania and 
Nottingham mines are also in operation 
with a few diggers at work. 
A number of operators made no at- 


tempt to start, bnt expect to have plenty 
of men in a few days. The river mines 
are now running at the 60-cent rate, and 
it is thought that as soon as they dose 
down the miners who will be thrown ont 
of work will be glad to get work «t 60 
cents per ton.

A Btucly of the fertilizci market shows 


that a savmg of 10 to 2t> per cent may 
be made in tho puiclite oi feitili/mg 
materials by buying it wholesala and 
taking advonl age of low maikcts In the 
home mixing' of feitilizevs there is a 
great chance for saving A common ar 
goment against homo mixing is that 
the mecbauicil coiid tion of the fertili- 
zers will not lie equal to that of commeif- 
ciai brands 'Clue need not bo so, for by 
the use of a sueeu home mixtures may 
be made flue enough to use in any plant- 
er Some core, however, should be taken 
that there be a sufiicieut proportion of 
well dried miteiuls hke blood, tankage 
01 fine ground bone, to make tbe mil 
tare dry enough so that it %vill not hold 
together when pressed within the hand. 
Where much mtrato of soda is used the 
mixiug should be done but a few daya 
befoie wanted for nse as tbe mtr ite has 
a tendency to absorb moistnre
